WASHINGTON (AP) - With President 
Carter’s call for sacrifice and cooperation 
fresh in mind, Congress moved ahead today 
with consideration of the new ad­ 
ministration’s proposals to create jobs and 
cut taxes. 
Carter picked up important support for 
his desire to stimlate the economy when 
Arthur F. Bums, chairman of the Federal 
Reserve Board, told the House Banking 
Committee that ‘‘our nation needs to make 
progress during 1977, in creating more jobs 
and in expanding our industrial capacity. ” 
Other congressional committees met to 
question Treasury Secretary W. Michael 
Blumenthal, Labor Secretary F. Ray 
Marshall, Commerce Secretary Juanita 
Kreps and other top administration officials 
about the details and impact of the 
economic 
stimulus 
program 
sent 
to 


Congress by Carter. 
His presidency barely two weeks old, 
Carter addressed the nation Wednesday 
night in a setting that evoked memories of 
Franklin D. Roosevelt and his radio fireside 
chate during the Depression and World War 


1I*The President wore a beige cardigan 
sweater and sat in front of a fireplace in the 
White House library. Speaking softly, his 
tone relaxed, Carter mixed promises of 
decisive action on the nation’s most 
pressing problems with calls for sacrifice as 
the only path to longrange solutions. 
And he promised that government of­ 
ficials would join private citizens giving up 
some comforts long taken for granted. 
Burns, whose positions are influential 
among more conservative members of Con­ 
gress, did not refer directly to the Carter 


proposals although his statement supported 
the principles behind the program. 
However, Burns also warned that any 
long-term economic program must be 
directed toward combatting inflation. "The 
outlook for prices is thus a worrisome 
matter and it must be given careful atten­ 
tion,” the Reserve Board chairman said. 
In his fireside chat, Carter made clear his 
intention to cultivate direct communication 
with the American people. 
And even as Congress labored over his 
economic proposals, Carter promised to 
send it by the end of the week his request for 
authority to reorganize executive depart­ 
ments and agencies of the government. 
Carter outlined his initial proposals 
aimed at solving immediate problems, from 
the natural gas shortage brought on by 
extreme winter weather to the problems of 


unemployment and a stagnant economy. 
But the strongest message Carter had for 
the American people was the need for 
personal 
sacrifice 
to 
solve 
national 
problems — sacrifice on the part of 
government officials as well as the people. 
Sen. 
Alan 
Cranston 
of 
California, 
assistant Senate Majority leader, described 
Carter’s speech as "a recognition that the 
real power in the country lies in the hands of 
the people.” 
House Majority Leader James Wnght, 
D+Tex., said the most important facet of 
the Carter speech "was his call for 
cooperation of the American people. He 
obviously trusts the American people, and 
this I’m convinced will inspire their re­ 
ciprocal trust.” 
House Speaker Thomas P. O’Neill Jr., 
D+Mass., said Carter’s speech “inspired 


trust. What America needs is confidence in 
its government and he is giving it to us.” 


Just before addressing the nation, Carter 
signed an emergency measure passed by 
Congress that gives him authority to shift 
natural gas supplies to the areas of the 
nation hardest hit by extreme winter 
weather. 


And even as he spoke natural gas began 
moving eastward from California and the 
Paciic Northwest. 


While congratulating Congress for quick 
action on the natural gas bill, he em­ 
phasized that a long-range solution still 
must be sought. He has promised to send 
Congress a comprehensive plan by April 20. 
“We must face the fact that our energy 
shortage is permanent. There is no way we 


can solve it quickly,” he said. 
“Our 
program will emphasize con­ 


servation,” the President said. Later, he 
stressed the point, saying: “in my brief 
time in office, I have learned that there are 
many things that a President cannot do. 


* ‘There is no energy policy we can develop 
that would do more good than voluntary 
conservation.” 
Carter said all the sacrifices would not 
come from private citizens: 


"We have eliminated expensive and 
unnecessary luxuries, such as door-to-door 
limousine service for many top officials, 
including all members of the White House 
staff. Government officials can’t be sensi­ 
tive to your problems if we are living like 
royalty here in Washington. ” 
New gas supplies flowing east

New supplies of natural gas are already 
flowing east, but the effects of the bitter 
winter of 1977 are spreading even faster. 
Layoffs, 
for 
example, 
have 
begun 
reaching into New England — an area 
spared until now because it uses little natu­ 
ral gas. 
In Ohio and western New York State, two 
of the hardesthit areas, calm weather and 
slightly rising temperatures on Wednesday 
gave something of a respite to cleanup 
crews and river pilots trying to deliver fuel. 
But a new snowstorm, moving through 
the West, promised more trouble as it 
headed for the Great Lakes. 
And with an estimated 75 dead and 2 
million already temporarily out of work 
nationwide, officials in Pennsylvania and 
New York expressed yet another worry: 
they fear major floods this spring if a quick 
thaw suddenly melts the huge amounts of 
snow now on the ground.

Carter 
signed 
emergency 


legislation approved by Congress Wed­ 
nesday giving him the power to declare na­ 
tional or regional natural gas emergencies 
and to order gas moved from state to state 
to keep homes and hospitals warm — but 
not to reopen shutdown plants. 
The legislation also allows interstate 
pipelines to temporarily buy gas in some 
cases at higher prices prevailing in in­ 


trastate markets. 
Even before the signing, one of the 
biggest interstate natural gas pipelines, 
Transcontinental Gas Pipe Line Corp., 
reported it had completed arrangements to 
obtain about 130 million cubic feet of gas a 
day from the Pacific Northwest. Some of

‘Strange things flying around’ 


“There are strange things flying around 
up there —period.” 
In one sentence, that is the stance Dr. 
Harley Rutledge, chairman of the physics 
department at Southeast Missouri State 
University in Cape Girardeau, takes on the 
subject 
of unidentified 
flying objects 
(UFO’s). 


Since the series of UFO sightings which 
began in February 1973 at Piedmont and 
attracted nationwide attention from the 
public as well as scientists, Rutledge and a 
team from SeMo State have been involved 
in Project Identification, an attempt to 
compile data about various sightings in the 
state. 


Rutledge, a past president of the Missouri 
Academy of Sciences, spoke to a group of 25 
oersons at the Sikeston High School 


cafetorium Wednesday night. His talk was 
sponsored by the Sikeston High School Math 
Club. 
. 
While he has had numerous sightings 
himself, Rutledge stressed during his slide 
presentation that he is not willing to draw 
any conclusions about the origins of the 
UFO’s. 
He says it is possible that the UFO’s are 
man-made, 
although 
the 
information 
scientists have gathered about them in­ 
dicates a technology more advanced than 
what the public has seen. He also thinks it is 
likely that the United States government 
has more information about the UFO's than 
it admits and may be maintaining silence 
for the public’s peace of mind. Another 
possibility is that UFO’s are vehicles from 
other planets. 
After showing several slides of actual 
Dhotoeraphs taken by viewers of the UFO’s 


and some slides of laboratory reproductions 
of sightings from which no photographs 
were available, Rutledtge made another 
comment. 
“This doesn’t mean that there isn’t a 
rational explanation (for the sightings), but 
we don’t have one.” 
The 
investigative 
team 
now 
has 
sophisticated equipment to help record the 
sightings, but at the initial stage of the 
research, less equipment was available. 
Rutledge says the group is in need of a van 
to set up a roving laboratory to carry all the 
equipment conveniently. 


In the early 1970’s, Mr. and Mrs. Z. T. 
Jackson of Sikeston reported seeing a red 
object in the sky north of town on Tanner 
Road. The object rose and flew north. They 
are only two of the many Missourians who 
have reported seeing UFO’s.

The National Fire Protection Association reports that 
there were 141,100 fires “of suspicious origin” in the 
United States in 1975, an increase of more than 25 per 
cent over 1974. Deliberately set fires cost some $634 
million in property losses. 
The insurance industry says the true situation is ac­ 
tually much worse. When such things as lost jobs, lost 
property tax revenues and increased insurance 
premiums are considered, the total arson bill may be 
closer to $10 billion. 
Some experts believe that half of all fires officially 
classified as due to unknown causes should be included in 
the category of arson. We are, in fact, in the midst of an 
“arson epidemic,” says the State Farm Insurance 
Companies. 
Typical arson targets include business properties in 
deteriorating central-city areas, schools, churches and 
other public buildings. But rural areas, too, are seeing 
arson increases and automobiles are becoming a favored 
target. 
Money, of course, is one big reason. The owner of a 
home or business or car may see defrauding an in­ 
surance company as the solution to his financial 
problems. 
Vandalism or malicious mischief is another primary 
reason, with juveniles the most frequent culprits. Other 
motives include spite, labor troubles, racial conflicts, 
attempts to hide another crime such as burglary, and 
mental illness. 
Contributing to the problem is the difficulty of proving 
arson. Authorities estimate that only about one to three 
per cent of all confirmed arson cases result in con­ 
victions. In addition, few fire or police departments are 
as well-trained to investigate suspected arson as they 
could be, and some insurance companies have been 
criticized for failing to pursue arson prosecutions as 
vigorously as they might, although both situations are 
improving. 
Despite its mounting economic cost, however, arson is 
not yet generally perceived by the public to be a serious 
crime problem.

UPHILL BATTLE 
FOR INDEPENDENTS 
The travails of Eugene 
McCarthy, who was ruled off the 
ballot in New York virtually on 
the eve of the presidential 
election, dramatize the struggle 
faced by independent or third- 
party candidates in our electoral 
system. 
Up till then, the former 
Minnesota senator had achieved 
ballot status in 29 states. In at 
least five of them, it took 
lawsuits 
against 
restrictive 
election codes. 
In New York, however, the 
Democratic Party, fearing 
McCarthy would drain votes 
away from Jimmy Carter and 
jeopardize the state’s crucial 41 
electoral 
votes, 
challenged 
McCarthy’s candidacy. A state 
supreme court justice sub­ 
sequently found that McCar­ 
thy’s petitions were “riddled 
with irregularities” amounting 
to “a complete disregard for the 
requirements of the election 
laws.” 
New York’s election laws are 
actually among the more 
lenient. McCarthy needed only 
20,000 petition signatures to 
qualify 
as 
an independent 
candidate 
in 
that 
state. 
Nationally, the figures range 
from a low of 70 in the state of 
Washington to a high of 10 per 
cent of the gubernatorial vote in 
California. 
Petitioning is one route a 
nonmajor-party candidate can 
take. The other is to form a new 
party. In both cases, there are 
as many different laws as there 
are states, and many of the 
laws, critics charge, are vague 
and discriminatory. 
In ‘Third Party President?”, 
an analysis of state election laws 
published earlier this year, Paul 
H Blackman notes that one of 
the most difficult problems 
faced by independents are the 
early qualifying deadlines 
required by most states. 
Many people who might sign a 
petition or make a contribution 
(it costs an estimated $1 for

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every signature) are waiting to 
see what 
candidates 
the 
Republicans and Democrats 
nominate. 
Potential 
in­ 
dependent 
candidates them­ 
selves may be waiting to see 
which issues develop. 
According to other critics, 
state laws are ambiguous on just 
what a voter is saying when he 
signs an independent petition, 
and states formulate texts of

They have even 
harassed petition signers, the 
Communist 
and 
Socialist 
Workers Parties have charged. 
But the states have arguments 
on their side. As Blackman 
usefully points out, not only does 
everybody 
not 
have 
an 
inalienable right to have his 
name on the ballot, the states 
have the right, if not the positive 
duty, to keep the ballot from 
being cluttered with frivolous 
candidates. 
And if it costs a great deal of 
money to run on a national scale 
(Blackman estimates up to 13 
million just to get on the ballot), 
it also costs the states money. 
For example, the bill to the 
taxpayers of Massachusetts was 
nearly $334 for every ballot cast 
for the American Party in the 
presidential 
primary 
last 
spring. That was the $302,118 
cost of printing enough ballots to 
supply each of the state’s 2,201 
precincts, divided by the 905 
voters who asked for American 
Party ballots. 
No one, of course, should deny 
the American Party—or any 
other 
minority 
political 
group—the right of access to 
voters. America needs its minor 
parties and independent can­ 
didates to point up issues the 
major parties may be ignoring 
and to give their supporters a 
voice and a focus. 
But access to the voter 
requires access to the media, 
and this may be the greatest 
problem faced by minority 
candidates. Eugene McCarthy, 
who complained of being frozen 
out of the televised debates 
between President Ford and 
Jimmy Carter, and of being 
denied federal campaign funds, 
is again a case in point. 
Otherwise, 
however, 
as 
Blackman concludes, the fact 
that a candidate like George 
Wallace was able to get on the 
ballot in all 50 states in 1968 with 
only a few court decisions would 
seem to suggest that while state 
laws concerning independent 
candidates might be clearer, 
they are generally fair.

White House tapes of con­ 
versations between former 
President Nixon and his aids 
were introduced as evidence and 
heart at the Watergate cover-up 
trial. Transcripts of the tapes 
were routinely made public 
after they were heard in the 
courtroom. 
No power under the Con­ 
stitution permits a judge to 
censor evidence presented in 
open court. Yet U.S. District 
Judge John J. Sirica did just 
that. He forbade the broadcast 
of the tapes until the former 
President’s assistants had 
exhausted their judicial ap­ 
peals. Further, Sirica held that 
“no compelling reason” existed 
for the immediate release of the 
tapes because the transcripts 
had satisfied the “public’s right 
to know.” 
Sirica’s reasoning was faulty 
on all grounds. The argument 
that the broadcast of the con­ 
versations might affect the 


appeals of the Watergate 
defendants was pure conjecture. 
No judge has the authority td 
determine when the public’s 
need for information has been 
met and further, no judge has 
the power to decide that the 
release of information must rest 
on “compelling need.” 
A federal appeals court has 
now reversed Sirica’s ruling 
and, in doing so, has rejected 
Nixon’s argument that broad­ 
casting of the tapes would in­ 
vade his privacy and the privacy 
of others and would destroy the 
confidentiality of presidential 
decision-making. 
Chief Judge David Bazelon 
correctly said that no con­ 
fidentiality is involved because 
the tapes “have been played in a 
public forum.” 
The issue is a simple one. The 
tapes were heard at the trial, 
and to suppress them is to 
suppress part of the record. 
That flouts the First Amend­ 
ment, and expresses a contempt 
for the public’s rights under the 
Constitution.

The 116th and a Rooster 
Laid One Egg Too Many 
by Jack Anderson

WASHINGTON - The Air 
Force is aghast at the outlandish 
behavior of President Jimmy 
Carter’s homestate heroes, the 
pride of Georgia -- the men of 
the 116th National Guard Tacti­ 
cal Fighter Wings. 
Their antics have been 
solemnly documented by Air 
Force investigators. Dropping a 
dummy bomb on a road mainte­ 
nance crew and shooting up an 
observation tower are grave 
enough m atters. But the 
weekend pilots, according to 
sworn statements, also con­ 
tributed to the delinquency of 
Rojo the rooster. 
They would gather on 
weekends, these modem minute 
men, ready to defend the nation 
against all enemies. But since 
the United States was not at war, 
th?y often whiled away the 
weighty hours at the officers 
club, where they would crowd 
around the piano to serenade 
Rojo. 
The rooster usually joined in 
the levity. His favorite drink was 
whiskey and water, which was 
administered to him through an 
eyedropper. From his piano 
perch, Rojo occasionally 
presided over games of “dead 
bug.” 
This was a unique training ex­ 
ercise. Suddenly, some devilish 
pilot would scream: “Dead bug!" 


Then, those highly trained, elite 
members of America’s defense 
team would spring into the air, 
crash to the bar floor on their 
backs and furiously wriggle 
their arms and legs in the air. 
The last man to emulate a dying 
cockroach would be obliged to 
buy a round of drinks for his 
fellow cockroaches. 
Rojo’s duties sometimes took 
him outside the officers club to 
the training grounds. On such oc­ 
casions, he strutted around with 
the air of a peacock in special 
battle dress. He wore red baby 
overalls, complete with suspen­ 
ders, to keep him warm in the 
extremity where he was shy on 
tail feathers. 
The official Air Force inquiry 
into the wondrous ways of the 
116th concluded gratefully that 
“dead bug was not played at 
staff meetings.” But this doesn’t 
square completely with the 
recollections of the joy boys 
themselves Several confided to 
us that dining at least one for­ 
mal briefing, some sly dog 
sounded the battle cry: “Dead 
bug!” And the troops responded. 
As for Rojo’s boozing, the Air 
Force investigation failed to turn 
up any evidence that the eye­ 
drop cocktails had impaired his 
official duties. The Air Force 
sleuths found that the activities 
at the club were social and that 


the rooster “apparently was! 
offered, and consumed, some I 
alcoholic beverages.” 
| 
It was last October 28 that ele­ 
ments of the 118th accidentially 
bombed Brookhaven, Ga. in the 
heartland of their new com- 
mander-in-chief. The inve&iga- 
tors recounted that at 2:30 p.m. 
on that otherwise ordinary day, 
a member of the county road 
maintenance crew was working 
300 feet from the intersection of 
Canoochee Drive and Ap- 
palachee Drive. 
Suddenly, a flight of F-100 
warplanes from the 116th ap­ 
peared overhead. Out of the 
blue, a 25-pound dummy bomb 
whistled down, snapped two 
power lines and gouged a chunk 
out of the county road. Although 
houses lined both sides of the 
street, there were no casualties. 
Indignant county officials, 
however, sent a $42162 damage 
bill to the National Guard But 
Georgia’s Adjutant General and 
National Guard commander, 
Maj. Gen. Billy Jones, eventually 
convinced the DeKalb County 
commissioners that “it would 
cost more money for the govern­ 
ment to process the bill than it 
would be worth .... We forgot 
about it.” 
This wasn’t the first narrow 
miss for the 116th. On Aug. 11, 
1975, LLCol. Thomas Saffold par­ 
ticipated in a four-plane strafing 
attack at the Rodman Naval 
Range, Fla. He whipped his 
F-100 fighter through the tight 
combat pattern, searched the 
ground whizing by him for his 
target and cut loose a burst of 
■machine gun fire. The spattering 
I bullets barely missed an obser- 
jvation tower 200 yards from the 
I target. 
I For this indignity to the official 


I observers, Saffold is no longer 
| allowed to fly F-lOOs. But to 


salve his humiliation, he was 
promoted to colonel and was 
made vice-wing commander of 
the 110th. He now hel(* com­ 
mand the F-lOOs he is not 
allowed to fly. This doesn’t 
bother him. “It gives me more 
time for (administrative) work.’’ 
he told us. 
The commander of the 116th. 
Col. William Berry Jr. also 
qualifies for more administra­ 
tive work. Last October 12. lie 
missed a turning point in a flight 
plan and led a flight of F-lOOs 
into the traffic pattern at the 
Gainesville, Fla., airport. This 
was disconcerting to an Eastern 
Airlines pilot who was bringing 
in his B-727. 
According to the Federal 
Aviation Administration’s ac­ 
count of the incident, “The four 
F-lOQs took evasive action and 
stated they came no closer than 
one mile. The captain of the 
B-727 did not take any evasive 
action but stated that they came 
within 100 yards.” 
The FAA took no action 
against Berry who, in civilian 
life, works for the FAA. He pooh- 
poohed the incident, repeating 
his claim that he had missed the 
Eastern airliner by a mile. 
When the joy boys aren’t train­ 
ing to keep at their perilous peak 
of readiness, they sometimes 
function as an appendage of the 
state government. In this 
capacity, they ferry state big­ 
wigs hither and yon in the pur­ 
suit of public policy.

Labor Chief says freeze is 
God’s 
Act 
to 
warn 
en­ 
vironmentalists against 
blocking progress 


WASHINGTON- Now that 
nature’s iceman cometh, bells 
are ringing in the national 
headquarters here of strong but 
helpless 
million-member 
unions. Telephone bells. From 
wherever deep-freezing winds 
howl, 
local union business 
agents are frantically calling 
their national presidents grimly 
seeking help in deliverance of 
fuel. 
“This freeze may be an act of 
God,” 
said one powerful 
construction union general 
president wearily scanning the 
drop in employment of his 
people now matching the 
plummeting temperatures. 
“This may bring the en­ 
vironmentalists to their senses. 
People are freezing to death and 
the ecological crusaders are 
clinging to their obsessions. God 
damn it they have this energy so 
tied up we’ll never have the 
proper fuel for power. If they 
hadn’t stopped all those nuclear 
power plants we would be in far 
better shape now. 
“The big thing is the lack of 
some 200 nuclear plants. We 
can’t bring in oil. It’s frozen on 
river barges and in harbors. 
Coal is under ice. We’re short on 
gas.” 
This labor chief is right. First 
there was the oil crisis. Now the 
gas crisis. Coal is frozen in the 
pits. It is frozen in cars on the 
rails. And even in those reserve 
bituminous stockpiles at fossil 
power plants, the black fuel has 
to be dynamited out of the ice to 
get it inside to burn. 
Yet the deep freeze doesn’t 
affect the 60 nuclear power 
plants now supplying between 9 
and 10 per cent of the nation’s 
electricity. Call it energy. There 
are another 160 atomic energy 
plants under construction, on 
order or definitely on the 
drawing board, according to W. 
Doham Crawford, president of 
the Edison Electric Institute. 
Many of them would have been 
churning up power plants and 
heat 
for homes, schools, 
hospitals, etc., if not for the 
environmental counterattack. 
Very little except the end of 
nuclear power appears to satisfy 
the conservationists, say labor 
and business executives. If this 
sounds like harsh treatment of 
the gung-ho naturalists, just 
read 
the 
following 
instant 
history of the frustrating efforts 
of one power company to bring 
energy to the arc tic-whipped 
Northeast. 
This story begins here, goes 
round and round and comes out 
right here again. Start with the 
efforts of the Public Service Co. 
of New Hampshire. For years it 
has planned to put some $2 
billion into a Seabrook, N.H., 
two-plant 
atomic 
reactor 
complex to supply nuclear 
energy to the area. Seabrook is 
just north of the Massachusetts 
line, a short distance in from the 
Atlantic Ocean. 
So now it becomes a matter of 
not disturbing the fish. 
After long official hearings 
and interminable waiting for 
complex licensing, the com­ 
pany, with the huzzahs of labor, 


industry and the populace, 
began construction last July. 
The 
Nuclear 
Regulatory 
Commission regional office said 
okay on what is described as 
“once-through cooling.” The 
Environmental 
Protection 
Agency working with the power 
company directed that the 
emissions must be moved 6,000 
feet from shore. Then the 
regional 
adm inistrator 
overruled the EPA and said the 
company hadn’t proved the pipe 
and emissions wouldn't be 
detrimental to the fish. 
Mind you, the fellow didn’t say 
that it would hurt the fish. Only 
that they hadn’t proved it 
wouldn’t injure the swimming 
marine life. 
So at the end of December the 
Nuclear 
Regulatory 
Com­ 
mission backed down. The NRC 
appeals board, after hearing 
testimony in Nashua, N.H., 
ruled all construction must stop 
after Feb. 4. 
Then the NRC full commission 
overruled this and set a hearing 
on the cooling system for Feb. 7; 
it will also review the financial 
aspects of the entire complex. 
“It's been the most ridiculous 
thing I’ve run into in all my 
professional life," says one state 
official.” There has been delay 
after delay. We go through all 
sorts of commission evaluations 
on the local, state and national 
levels. Then we have to battle all 
the regulators’ commissions and 
the endless intervenors (en­ 
vironmentalists -- VR) and their 
statements and joint actions. 
“This has been going on for 
over three years. It’s cost the 
company over $25 million. There 
are over 25,000 pages of 
testimony.” 
There would have been three 
more atomic power plants in 
action to counterattack today's 
ice and the predicted deep­ 
freeze of the next few years if 
other nuclear installations 
hadn’t been similarly obstructed 
by 
environmentalists 
and 
snarled in red tape. The 
providence of nuclear reactors 
is that the fuel is in the plant for 
long periods of time. Thus, they 
aren’t dependent on the delivery 
of fuel - be it oil, gas or coal. 
And remember all the predic­ 
tions of an “inevitable coal 
strike next winter.” 
In addition to the tragicomedy 
of the Seabrook, N.H., plant 
there are: 
The Midland No. 1 installation 
in Michigan. It was due to put 
out energy to the now iced-in 
state in 1974. The Seabrook-type 
delay has postponed effective 
operation for 10 years - until 
1964. 
The Shoreham (Long Island, 
N.Y.) plant on the North Shore. 
Due 1975. Now delayed until 
1979. 
The Baltimore Calvert Cliff 
No. 2 complex. Due 1974. May 
come through later this year. 
The North Indiana Public 
Service Company Baily plant. 
Due 1976. Now 1979. 
Do we want to freeze, close 
schools, factories and giant 
Pennsylvania mills or don’t we? 
Do we want to depend on 
politicalized 
OPEC 
oil, 
overloaded gas pipelines and on 
coal pits which may be frozen in 
by nature or coal miners? 
With all due respect to the fish 
off New England, humanity 
comes first.

Drought hinders power dams 


KANSAS CITY (AP) — The government has been forced tb 
look elsewheere for power because of drought-created water 
shortages at federal hydroelectric dams in Missouri, Arkansas 
and Oklahoma, according to the Army Corps of Engineers. 
President Carter Wednesday asked Congress for an emergency 
appropriation of $6-4 million for further power purchases by the 
Southwestern Power Administration. 
The SPA buys and sells for the government hydroelectric 
power produced by dams operated by the Army engineers in the 
tri-state area. 
The President’s request suggested area "power shortages and 
blackouts" unless additional money was forthcoming. 
Severe drought has allowed government reservoirs to generate 
only 20 per cent of their normal power. Only warmer weather and 
more rainfall can change that, federal sources said. 
Lack of rainfall, up to 15 inches under average in the White 
River Basin of Missouri and Arkansas, has contributed to low 
lake levels at Bull Shoals, Table Rock, Norfork, Beaver and 
Greers Ferry, the Corps said. 
State loosing primary benefits 


JEFFERSON CITY, Mo. (AP) - James C. Kirkpatrick, 
secretary of state, told a House committee Wednesday night that 
Missouri might not reap all of the proposed benefits of a state 
presidential primary. 
“If we were Just one of a few states with primaries," Kirk­ 
patrick testified, "we’d have all the benefits. But the more states 
who have primaries, the more we lose." 
Kirkpatrick testified before the House Elections Committee on 
a bill that would establish a presidential primary in Missouri to 
be held concurrent with April municipal elections. 
The additional cost to the taxpayer, according to a fiscal note 
prepared by Kirkpatrick’s office, would be $350,000. A primary 
conducted on a date not concurrent with another election would 
cost about $1 million, Kirkpatrick said. 
Teasdale appointments okayet 


JEFFERSON CITY, Mo. (AP) - The first of Gov. Joseph P. 
Teasdale's appointments gained easy confirmation before the 
Missouri Senate Wednesday. 
There were no negative votes cast for the four appointees to the 
state agency directorships. 
Gaining approval were Carolyn M. Ashford of Marshal to head 
the Department of Natural Resources, William K. Carnes of 
Lee’s Summit to the Department of Public Safety, Jack Runyan 
of Easton to the Department of Agriculture and James F. Walsh 
of Kansas City to the Department of Social Services. 
The Senate also confirmed C. Duane Hensley to head the De­ 
partment of Mental Health. Hensley was chosen by the Mental 
Health Commission to succeed Dr. Harold Robb, who resigned. 
Also approved was Harold F. Glass of Springfield, who had 
been named last year by thenGov. Christopher S. Bond to the 
Missouri Commission on Human Rights. 


‘Machine’ gone smoky rooms stay 


JEFFERSON CITY, Mo. (AP) — Thomas J. Pendergast-the 
"boss"—would direct his infamous Missouri political machine 
with a fat cigar stuffed securely in his mouth. 
Nearly 80 years after the Pendergast machine stopped making 
decisions for Missourians, some of the smokefilled rooms 
remain. But most modern politicians have doffed (he 
stereotypical cigar, prefering instead to fill the hallowed halls 
with more aromatic pipe smoke.

Special license plate bill is heard 


JEFFERSON CITY, Mo. (AP) - The House Motor Vehicles 
and Traffic Regulations Committee heard testimony Wednesday 
night on two personalised license plate bills. 
If Missourians were given the opportunity to buy the special 
plates, the state could expect to receive an extra $250,000 in rev­ 
enue, according to • fiscal note attached to one of the bills. 
Personalised license plate legislation was vetoed two years ago 
by Gov. Christopher 8. Bond. 
One of the bills' sponsors, Rep Alan G. Mueller, D+St. Louis, 
tokl the committee the revenue could be generated if an ad­ 
ditional $12 was charged for the tags. Mueller told the committee 
that 38 states already issue personalised license plates. 
Clifford Faddls, representing Gov. Joseph P. Teasdale, told the 
committee that the governor supports the legislation. 
Estimates for repair work 


JEFFERSON CITY, Mo. (AP) — Most persons are "utterly at 
the mercy” of their car and television repairmen, the House 
Consumer Protection Committee was told Wednesday night. 
"This legislation," Rep. Harold Lowenstein testified, "would 
put the consumer on a little more even footing with the dealer." 
The Kansas City Republican is sponsoring a bill which would 
require television and automobile repair dealers to provide 
written estimates whenever repair work is expected to exceed 
$50. If the actual cost of repairing the item exceeds the estimate 
by more than 10 per cent, under provisions of the act the dealer 
would be required to seek the customer’s approval for the ad­ 
ditional work. 
A detailed invoice describing all work done would be furnished 
to the consumer, and a copy would be kept by the dealer. 
Violation of the propoeed act would cause the dealer to be found 
guilty of a misdemeanor.

ST. JOSEPH, Mo. (AP) — Lisa Danbury, 14, is alive today 
because her dog Jumped on her bed to wake her up as fire roared 
through the family’s home Wednesday, firemen said. 
The dog died in the blaze along with another dog and two cats. 
Lisa was asleep in an upstairs bedroom when Uw fire broke out 
Just after 8 a.m. She was home from school because of illness. 
Firemen said the dog Jumped on her bed when he smelled 
smoke. Lisa Jumped out of a second-story window to the roof of a 
porch. She tried to coax the dog to follow her, but he refused. 
Lisa was the only one home at the time of the fire. 
Firemen said the fire was caused by faulty wiring in a kitchen 
appliance. The kitchen was damaged extensively and the rest of 
the house received water and smoke damage.

Most other destructive ramp­ 
ages of nature have been brief 
in duration, such as windstorms 
and earthquakes. Or they have 
been 
geographically 
limited, 
such as floods, droughts and 
frosts, or limited to certain 
crops or industries. 
The frigid weather has not 
been restricted by geography, 
time or industrial category. It 
covers two-thirds of the coun­ 
try. It has persisted for four 
months. It has slowed, shut or 
otherwise affected every in­ 
dustry that uses any form of 
energy, natural, human, me­ 
chanical. 
The total bill, measured in

Whether or not the rights of 
Missouri’s mental health 
patients 
are 
adequately 
protected will be the focus of 
debate surrounding a bill 
introduced in the Missouri 
Senate this session. 
The bill, introduced by Sen. 
W arren 
W elliver, 
D- 
Columbia, proposes a new 
method of committing and 
detaining mental patients. 
Welliver says that it would 
give Missouri the “model bill 
in America” concerning 
commitment 
procedures. 
Critics 
say the 
bill is 
“unneeded” and “idealistic.” 
The bill has the support of 
Gov. Joseph P. Teasdale and 
both of the majority and 
minority leaders in the Senate 
and appears to have a good 
chance of passage. 
the bill would make 
it 
easier for involuntary patients 
to be committed and released. 
At an estimated cost of $1 
million, the 
bill would 
authorize hiring 40 “Mental 
Health Officers,” each with 
the power to institutionalize 
“dangerous” patients for 72 
hours. After 72 hours, a court 
hearing 
must be held to 
determine whether additional 
treatment is necessary. 
The bill also requires court 
hearings for patients after 14 
days, 90 days, 180 days and 


then yearly, if necessary. 
Under die present system, 
an involuntary patient may be 
committed under emergency 
provisions with a physician’s 
approval. Within a few days— 
from five to 20 depending on 
locale — the probate judge 
must hold a hearing. 
Some experts have said 
M issouri’s 
p re sen t 
commitment 
laws 
are 
uneonstttutkaal. 
The proposed legislation 
would undoubtedly mean an 
increase in paperwork for 
state officials. The dispute on 
the bill, however, centers on 
how well — or badly — the 
hospitals operate and whether 
a new system is really 
necessary. 
W elliver 
says 
th a t 
Missouri’s present system 
fails to provide patients who 
are committed involuntarily 
of their due process of rights. 
Persons can be held up to 20 
days without a court hearing 
under present law, Welliver 
says. 
In addition, Welliver claims, 
it is difficult to hospitalize 
severely mentally ill patients 
now because of the fear of civil 
suits. 
“We need a vehicle by which 
the severely mentally ill can 
be committed,” Welliver says. 
“We shouldn’t wait until a 
heinous crime is committed 
by a person that should be 
confined before we change the 
system.” 


Dr. 
W alter 
R icci, 
superintendent of the Western 
Missouri 
Mental 
Health 
Center in Kansas City, feels 
that the legislation might 
promote an aura of mistrust 
around the 
commitment 
procedure. 
“In many ways, it is like a 
criminalization of mental 
illness,” Ricci says. “It could 
be very harmful to the 
treatment of the patient.” 
Dr. Nicola Kats, president 
of the Western Missouri 
Psychiatric Society, agrees. 
“It makes it almost an 
adversary 
relationship 
between doctor and patient,” 
Kats says. “It is an idealistic 
solution to a problem but not a 
practical solution.” 
Kats would rather see a few 
modifications 
made 
to 
improve Missouri’s present 
commitment laws, rather 
than a 
completely 
new 
system. Kats also is skeptical 
of the need to hire mental 
health officers. 
“We are, in effect, giving 
seizure rights to a 
new 
category of quasi-judicial 
people,” Kats says. “The 
same 
things that 
have 
hampered the police 
and 
judges from bringing in people 
will hamper the mental liealth 
officers. 
“Unless an emergency 
occurs, the decision to commit 
should be a judicial one.” 
Die $1 million estimated 
cost is about half the cost of 


hiring mental health officers, 
according to Kats. He says 
that 40 mental health officers 
will be unable to adequately 
service the entire state. 
Kats is especially critical of 
the provision that requires a 
hearing within 72 hours. Since 
90 per cent of mental hospital 
admissions are released 
within ten days, Kats says, it 
would be more sensible to set 
. up the first hearing then, 
thereby reducing paperwork. 
Kats feels that the proposed 
legislation has been prompted 
by a few horror stories told 
about patients being locked up 
and forgotten. 
“You shouldn’t punish all 
the good guys for what just a 
few bad guys did,” Kats says. 
“ G uarantees 
against 
mistreatment already exist in 
the present law.” 
“Present laws don’t allow 
all the patients that need 
treatment to get it,” Smith 
says._____________________

He gets paid handsomely for appearing on the court in the 
familiar striped attire of Fila and for driving sports cars made by 
Saab. He is immortalized in stone by a subsidized sculptor and in 
a syndicated comic strip. He takes it off the top from a tennis 
shop in Monte Carlo. 
But his heart belongs to Mariana. 
“You would have to say Bjorn is one of the wealthiest 20-year- 
olds in the world,” said Bud Stanner, corporate vicepresident for 
Mark McCormack's International Management Corp., in Cleve­ 
land, a sprawling firm which is helping Bjorn get rich quick.

act alone” in the King slaying 
and that Lee Harvey Oswald 
was not alone in killing Kenne­ 
dy, said Gonzalpz. 
The assassinations panel was 
established last September, but 
a controversy developed over 
its request for a budget of 16.5 
million a year and its chief 
counsel, Richard A. Sprague. 
The two-month extension was a 
compromise, and Gonzalez will 
have to work with $84,00, a 
month. 


Gonzalez said the new evi­ 
dence had developed since the 
committee issued its prelimi­ 
nary report in December.

area.”

boundaries would be: North to 
the Stoddard County line, east to 
Risco's city limits, west to the 
St. Francis River and south to 
Clarkton’s northern city limits. 
Hodges said the group plans to 
attempt organization on the $30 
charge. If things develop as 
planned, members “may never 
have to pay again,” except for a 
nominal fee (perhaps $1 an­ 
nually) to help keep track of 
membership.

Dr. Lamb 
Enlarged spleen is discussed

D EAR DR. LAM B - 
Recently my rectal specialist 
sent me to have a barium 
enema. He discovered an 
enlarged spleen. When I asked 
him what would have to be 
done he said I would have to 
see my family doctor. I did 
and he said to forget it. Oc­ 
casionally I have a left 
sideache. Could the enlarged 
spleen be the cause? Please 
give me some information on 
it as I never heard of it before. 
DEAR READER - In 
many ways Die spleen is a 
large lymph gland located just 
where the colon makes a right 
angle turn on the left side. It is 
just under the ribs on the left 
side. 
It gets enlarged in response 
to innumerable disorders and 
sometimes for no apparent 
reason at all. It enlarges so 
often in so many diseases that 
I recall in medical school the 
students had a rule, if the 
professor asked how often the 
spleen was enlarged in a given 
disorder the answer was 
always 15 per cent of the time. 
The spleen can be enlarged 
in response to any of the infec­ 
tious diseases and it may also 
be enlarged in less common 
serious illnesses such as some 
leukemias. I would think that 
your spleen must not be very 


large if your family doctor is 
not concerned about it and 
that its enlargement is of no 
real medical importance in 
your case. 
The spleen destroys old red 
blood cells and when it 
becomes overactive it can 
destroy too many red and 
white blood cells, causing an 
anemia. To give you more in­ 
formation on the anemia 
group I am sending you The 
Health Letter, number 4-3, 
Understanding 
Anemias.

DEAR DR. LAMB - I just 
had my right Fallopian tube 
removed due to a tubal 
pregnancy. I am wondering 
why this happened? My hus­ 
band and I want to start a 
family and this happened the 
first time out. Whatls the out­ 
look for my being able to have 
a normal pregnancy? What 
are the chances of this 
happening a second time? Will 
I still have a period every 
month or only every other 
month and will I still have the 
potential for getting pregnant 


each month? 
DEAR READER — I am 
sorry to tell you that women 
who have had an ectopic 
pregnancy are more likely to 
have a second one and do have 
a more difficult time having a 
normal pregnancy. But many 
women do succeed, so don’t 
give up hope. 
Yes, you will menstruate as 
before. Menstruation is a 


result of the cyclical increase 
and decrease in hormones 
formed by the ovaries. To 
clarify the point, a woman 
who has had both tubes tied 
for sterilization procedures 
continues to have normal 
menstrual periods as long as 
her ovaries are working. 
. I do not know what your doc­ 
tor had to do to manage your 
ectopic pregnancy.

Three weeks ago, two young Americans returned home tired 
and excited after four months of study at a major foreign un­ 
iversity — a story that would ordinarily interest only their 
friends and family. 
But these students, and their experiences abroad, were far 
from ordinary. Mary McGovern, 21-year-old daughter of Sen. 
George McGovern, D-S.D., and Tod Norbitz, her 21-year-old 
classmate from Clark University in Worcester. Mass.. had 
just completed a crash course in Spanish, history and political 
science at the University of Havana. 
They were the first Americans to attend Cuba’s leading un­ 
iversity in more than two decades, and their visit had been 
arranged by the Castro government with the blessings of the 
U.S. State Department. 
Their semester abroad was a well kept secret. Sen. 
McGovern, who paved the way for his daughter's trip follow­ 
ing his own visit to Cuba two years ago, realized her plans 
might anger many Cuban exiles in this country and he wanted 
her home sate and sound before word of her venture leaked 
out. 
Now. in an exclusive interview, the two students have 
shared their impressions of a country that has become alien 
and frightening to most Americans. “The main reason we 
wanted to go," said Mary McGovern, “was simple intellectual 
curiosity. For people our age, Cuba is the great unknown." 
McGovern and Norbitz were struck by the nationalistic 
fervor of today’s Cubans, the pride in what the small country 
has accomplished since the revolution of 1959. “There is plen­ 
ty of criticism of the government, but it is all in the Socialist 
perspective,” Norbitz said. 
For the average Cuban, the students said, life is far better in 
a material sense than it was in the pre-revolutionary era 
Medical care is free. Food and clothing are both rationed and 
cheap. Housing is being constructed at a furious pace, and 
rents are pegged at a fixed and modest percentage of each 
worker’s salary. Education, universal and free, is heavily 
emphasized — and Cuban universities are now training large 
numbers of foreign students from Communist and non- 
Communist countries alike. 
Cuban workers put in an eight-hour day five and a half days 
a week, but are guaranteed four weeks of paid vacation per 
year by the nation’s Constitution. And in striking contrast to 
the profit-oriented entertainment business in capitalist coun­ 
tries. Cuban bars, night clubs and restaurants lower their 
prices on weekends so average citizens can afford to patronize 
them. Television is ubiquitous, with sets installed free in new 
housing. 
The students encountered no hostility whatsoever from the 
Cubans they met, despite widespread popular resentment of 
the U.S. government and its policies. “We were always sur­ 
prised at how warm and friendly everyone was. There s a real 
affection for the American people as distinct from our 
government,” Norbitz said. 
From Cubans in all walks of life, the students heard 
repeated expressions of hope that “peaceful co-existence 
with the U.S. can be achieved. Like other recent American 
visitors, they came away convinced that Cuba is anxious to 
normalize relations with this country. 
There are a number of public and private signals emanating 
from the Carter administration that just such a policy shift is 
in the works. While Cuba is not on the front burner of Carter s 
foreign policy stove, it soon may be. The anti-hijacking treaty 
of 1973 which effectively closed off Havana as a haven for 
terrorists will expire on April 15, and Castro is likely to de­ 
mand and receive some easing of the U.S. trade embargo 
against Cuba ak the price for renewing the pact. 
It's about time this country revised its head-in the-sand at­ 
titude towards Cuba, in any event. Notwithstanding our very 
real differences with the Castro regime, it is inconsistent - to 
say the least — to pursue detente with the Soviet Union and 
improved communications with the Peoples Republic of China 
while pretending that a country 90 miles off our shores simply 
doesn't exist.

Cities would utilize existing 
mental health centers and 
other 
community 
help 
programs as detoxification 
centers. But Welliver admits 
that the decriminalization of 
public 
drunkenness 
would 
likely have little effect in rural 
communities if no transporta­ 
tion to detoxification centers 
was made available. 
The centers would be staffed 
by para-medical personnel 
rather than physicians. If a 
person 
sought alcoholism 


counseling, the person would 
then be referred to an 
available program. 
“We’ve got to quit treating 
them in the jails and start 
treating 
them 
in 
the 
hospitals,” 
Welliver says. 
“Alcoholism is a disease and 
must be treated as such.” 
Dr. 
William 
Lerner, 
director of Missouri’s Division 
of Alcoholism, agrees with 
Welliver’s assessment. 
“You just compound the 
problem by putting 
side 
people in jail,” Lerner says. 
“It makes just about as much 
sense as putting an epileptic in 
jail for having a seizure.” 
Lerner feels a detoxification 
center would at least give the 
problem drinker a chance to 
receive counseling. 
Many communities have 
already 
informally 
de­ 
criminalized public drunk­ 
enness.

; JEFFERSON CITY - A 
program begun by Amtrak to 
spruce up some of the nation’s 
dilapidated railroad stations 
could have an effect on seven 
of 
Missouri’s 
remaining 
passenger rail stations. 
Under the plan, Amtrak is 
making $1 million available 
nationwide and is assuming 60 
per cent of the project’s cost, 
provided its share does not 
exceed $50,000. 
The 
seven 
M issouri 
communities 
that 
could 
qualify for the program — La 
Plata, Poplar Bluff, Jefferson 
City, Sedalia, Warrensburg, 
Marceline and Carrollton — 
have given the plan varying 
degrees of attention and have 
reacted with varying degrees 
of enthusiasm. 
Even if the eligible Missouri 
communities qualify for the 
Amtrak matching funds, it is 
uncertain 
if 
rehabilitated 
stations 
would 
improve 
A m tra k ’s 
volum e 
of 
passenger service in Missouri. 
The seven eligible Missouri 
communities have shared in 


the state’s passenger rail 
service 
decline 
since 
the 
1930’s. 
Jefferson City averaged 20 
arrivals and departures in 
1931. The average fell to 13 in 
1951 and is now two. 
The other six communities 
declined from an average of 20 
arrivals and departures each 
in 1931 to approximately 12 in

WASHINGTON (AP) - With President 
Carter’s call for sacrifice and cooperation 
fresh in mind, Congress moved ahead today 
with consideration of the new ad­ 
ministration's proposals to create jobs and 
cut taxes 
Carter picked up important support for 
his desire to stimlate the economy when 
Arthur F. Bums, chairman of the Federal 
Reserve Board, told the House Banking 
Committee that “our nation needs to make 
progress during 1977, in creating more jobs 
and in expanding our industrial capacity. ” 
Other congressional committees met to 
question Treasury Secretary W. Michael 
Blumenthal, 
Labor Secretary 
F. 
Ray 
Marshall, Commerce Secretary Juanita 
Kreps and other top administration officials 
about the details and impact of the 
economic 
stimulus 
program 
sent 
to 


Congress by Carter. 
His presidency barely two weeks old. 
Carter addressed the nation Wednesday 
night in a setting that evoked memories of 
Franklin D. Roosevelt and his radio fireside 
chats during the Depression and World War 
II. 
The President wore a beige cardigan 
sweater and sat in front of a fireplace in the 
White House library. Speaking softly, his 
tone relaxed. Carter mixed promises of 
decisive 
action on the nation’s most 
pressing problems with calls for sacrifice as 
the only path to longrange solutions 
And he promised that government of­ 
ficials would join private citizens giving up 
some comforts long taken for granted. 
Burns, whose positions are influential 
among more conservative members of Con­ 
gress, did not refer directly to the Carter 


proposals although his statement supported 
the principles behind the program. 
However, Burns also warned that any 
long-term economic program must be 
directed toward combatting inflation. “The 
outlook for prices is thus a worrisome 
matter and it must be given careful atten­ 
tion," the Reserve Board chairman said. 
In his fireside chat, Carter made clear his 
intention to cultivate direct communication 
with the American people. 
And even as Congress labored over his 
economic proposals. Carter promised to 
send it by the end of the week his request for 
authority to reorganize executive depart­ 
ments and agencies of the government. 
Carter outlined his initial proposals 
aimed at solving immediate problems, from 
the natural gas shortage brought on by 
extreme winter weather to the problems of 


unemployment and a stagnant economy. 
But the strongest message Carter had for 
the American people was the need for

Carter’s speech as “a recognition that the 
real power in the country lies in the hands of 
the people.” 
House Majority Leader James Wright, 
D-f Tex., said the most important facet of 
the Carter speech "was his call for 
cooperation of the American people. He 
obviously trusts the American people, and 
this I’m convinced will inspire their re­ 
ciprocal trust." 
House Speaker Thomas P O’Neill Jr., 
D+Mass., said Carter’s speech “inspired 


trust. What America needs is confidence in 
its government and he is giving it to us." 


Just before addressing the nation. Carter 
signed an emergency measure passed by 
Congress that gives him authority to shift 
natural gas supplies to the areas of the 
nation hardest hit by extreme winter 
weather. 


And even as he spoke natural gas began 
moving eastward from California and the 
Paciic Northwest. 


While congratulating Congress for quick 
action on the natural gas bill, he em­ 
phasized that a long-range solution still 
must be sought. He has promised to send 
Congress a comprehensive plan by April 20 
“We must face the fact that our energy 
shortage is permanent There is no way we 


can solve it quickly,” he said. 
“Our 
program will

servation," the President said Later, he 
stressed the point, saying: “in my brief 
time in office, I have learned that there are 
many things that a President cannot do

“We have eliminated expensive and

In both cases, there are 
as many different laws as there 
are states, and many of the 
laws, critics charge, are vague 
and discriminatory. 
In "Third Party President?” , 
an analysis of state election laws 
published earlier this year, Paul 
H Blackman notes that one of

Many people who might sign a 
petition or make a contribution 
(it costs an estimated $1 for 


every signature) are waiting to

which issues develop. 
According to other critics, 
state laws are ambiguous on just 
what a voter is saying when he

possible.

have even 
harassed petition signers, the 
Communist 
and 
Socialist 
Workers Parties have charged. 
But the states have arguments 
on their side 
As Blackman 
usefully points out, not only does 
everybody 
not 
have 
an 
inalienable right to have his 
name on the ballot, the states 
have the right, if not the positive 
duty, to keep the ballot from 
being cluttered with frivolous 
candidates. 
And if it costs a great deal of 
money to run on a national scale 
(Blackman estimates up to $3 
million just to get on the ballot), 
it also costs the states money. 
For example, the bill to the 
taxpayers of Massachusetts was 
nearly $334 for every ballot cast 
for the American Party in the 
presidential 
prim ary 
last 
spring. That was the $302,118 
cost of printing enough ballots to 
supply each of the state’s 2,201 
precincts, divided by the 905 
voters who asked for American 
Party ballots. 
No one, of course, should deny 
the American Party—or any 
other 
minority 
political 
group—the right erf access to 
voters. America needs its minor 
parties and independent can­ 
didates to point up issues the 
major parties may be ignoring 
and to give their supporters a 
voice and a focus. 
But 
access 
to 
the 
voter 
requires access to the media, 
and this may be the greatest 
problem 
faced 
by 
minority 
candidates. Eugene McCarthy, 
who complained of being frozen 
out of the televised debates 
between President Ford and 
Jimmy Carter, and of being 
denied federal campaign funds, 
is again a case in point.

Blackman concludes, the fact 
that a candidate like George 
Wallace was able to get on the 
ballot in all 50 states in 1968 with 
only a few court decisions would 
seem to suggest that while state 
laws concerning independent 
candidates might be clearer, 
they are generally fair.

Chief Judge David Bazelon 
correctly said that no con­ 
fidentiality is involved because 
the tapes "have been played in a 
public forum .”

Drought hinders power dams 


KANSAS CITY (AP) — The government has been forced to 


look elsewheere for power because of drought-created water 
shortages at federal hydroelectric dams in Missouri, Arkansas 
and Oklahoma, according to the Army Corps of Engineers. 
President Carter Wednesday asked Congress for an emergency 


appropriation of $6.4 million for further power purchases by the 
Southwestern Power Administration. 
The SPA buys and sells for the government hydroelectric 


power produced by dams operated by the Army engineers in the 
tri-state area. 
The President’s request suggested area “ power shortages and 


blackouts" unless additional money was forthcoming. 
Severe drought has allowed government reservoirs to generate 


only 20 per cent of their normal power. Only warmer weather and 
more rainfall can change that, federal sources said. 
Lack of rainfall, up to 15 inches under average in the White 


River Basin of Missouri and Arkansas, has contributed to low 
lake levels at Bull Shoals, Table Rock, Norfork, Beaver and 
Greers Ferry, the Corps said. 


State loosing prim ary benefits 


JEFFERSO N CITY, Mo. (AP) — James C. Kirkpatrick, 


secretary of state, told a House committee Wednesday night that 
Missouri might not reap all of the proposed benefits of a state 
presidential primary. 
“ If we were just one of a few states with primaries," Kirk­ 
patrick testified, “ we'd have all the benefits. But the more states 
who have primaries, the more we lose. " 
Kirkpatrick testified before the House Elections Committee on 


a bill that would establish a presidential primary in Missouri to 
be held concurrent with April municipal elections 


The additional cost to the taxpayer, according to a fiscal note 


prepared by Kirkpatrick's office, would be $350,000. A primary 
conducted on a date not concurrent with another election would 
cost about $1 million, Kirkpatrick said.

Weather still paralyzing nation 


NEW YORK (A P) - The 
continued flow of arctic air 
southward over the industrial 
heartland of the nation is also 
paralyzing the analytical pow­ 
ers of many economic fore­ 
casters. 
Never before have some of 
them faced quite the challenge 
they now see before them, a 
challenge for which there are 
really no guides in the text 
books and few or no criteria to 
borrow from earlier studies.

Most other destructive ramp­ 
ages of nature have been brief 
in duration, such as windstorms 
and earthquakes Or they have 
been 
geographically 
limited, 
such as floods, droughts and 
frosts, or limited to certain 
crops or industries. 
The frigid weather has not 
been restricted by geography, 
time or industrial category. It 
covers two-thirds of the coun­ 
try. It has persisted for four 
months. It has slowed, shut or 
otherwise affected every in­ 
dustry that uses any form of 
energy, natural, human, me­ 
chanical. 
The total bill, measured in 
lost production, unemployment, 
higher fuel bills, destruction of 
crops and machinery, slowed 
transportation, impaired health 
lowered 
productivity 
and 
educational disruption cannot 
be calculated. 


It is obviously in the many 
billions of dollars, but con­ 
firmation of the rough esti­ 
mates probably must await re­ 
ports on the Gross National 
Product, or the total of all 
goods and services produced in 
a given period. 
Meanwhile, economists who 
could easily gauge the impact 
of crop loss resulting from 
drought or blight are perplexed 
about how and where to begin 
measuring the economic impact 
of the big freeze. 
Nevertheless, 
they

pressed to make their esti­ 
mates for banks, brokers, man­ 
ufacturers and others. 
Up to now, the major busi­ 
ness economists have continued 
to stick with their earlier fore­ 
casts of a steady but unspec­ 
tacular improvement through 
much of the year. And some 
even suggest we are in for a 


more prolonged period of im­ 
provement. 
The index of leading econom­ 
ic indicators rose in December 
for the third straight month, 
but of even greater signifi­ 
cance, it rose by 1.6 per cent, 
the largest gain in well over a 
year. 
But this was before the se­ 
verest weather. Throughout the 
fall — in October, November 
and December — temperatures 
were 
well 
below 
normal 
through much of the East. But 
that was before the coldest 
months. 
The question that economic 
forecasters cannot possibly an­ 
swer is whether the cold weath­ 
er will continue. The truth is 
that the meteorologists can’t 
tell either. About all they can 
say is that the pattern that pro­ 
duced the cold weather is still 
holding.

protected will be the focus of 
debate surrounding a 
bill 
introduced in the Missouri 
Senate this session. 
The bill, introduced by Sen. 
W arren 
W elliver, 
D- 
Columbia, proposes a new 
method of committing and 
detaining 
mental 
patients. 
Welliver says that it would 
give Missouri the “ model bill 
in 
America” 
concerning 
commitment 
procedures. 
Critics 
say 
the 
bill 
is 
“ unneeded” and “ idealistic.” 
The bill has the support of 
Gov. Joseph P. Teasdale and 
both of the majority and 
minority leaders in the Senate 
and appears to have a good 
chance of passage. 
TTie bill would make it 
easier for involuntary patients 
to be committed and released. 
At an estimated cost of $1 
million, 
the 
bill 
would 
authorize hiring 40 “ Mental 
Health Officers," each with 
the power to institutionalize 
“ dangerous” patients for 72 
hours. After 72 hours, a court 
hearing must be held to 
determine whether additional 
treatment is necessary. 
The bill also requires court 
hearings for patients after 14 
days, 90 days. 180 days and 


then yearly, if necessary. 
Under the present system, 
an involuntary patient may be 
committed under emergency 
provisions with a physician’s 
approval. Within a few days — 
from five to 20 depending on 
locale — the probate judge 
must hold a hearing. 
Some experts have said 
M issouri’s 
present 
commitment 
laws 
are 
unconstitutional. 
The proposed 
legislation 
would undoubtedly mean an 
increase in paperwork for 
state officials. The dispute on 
the bill, however, centers on 
how well — or badly — the 
hospitals operate and whether 
a 
new 
system 
is 
really 
necessary. 
W elliver 
says 
that 
Missouri's 
present 
system 
fails to provide patients who 
are committed involuntarily 
of their due process of rights. 
Persons can be held up to 20 
days without a court hearing 
under present law, Welliver 
says. 
In addition, Welliver claims, 
it is difficult to hospitalize 
severely mentally ill patients 
now because of the fear of civil 
suits. 
“ We need a vehicle by which 
the severely mentally ill can 
be committed,” Welliver says. 
“ We shouldn't wait until a 
heinous crime is committed 
by a person that should be 
confined before we change the 
system.”

R icci, 
superintendent of the Western 
Missouri 
Mental 
Health 
Center in Kansas City, feels 
that the legislation might 
promote an aura of mistrust 
around 
the 
commitment 
procedure. 
“ In many ways, it is like a 
criminalization 
of 
mental 
illness,” Ricci says. "It could 
be 
very 
harmful 
to 
the 
treatment of the patient.” 
Dr. Nicola Kats, president 
of 
the 
Western 
Missouri 
Psychiatric Society, agrees. 
“ It makes it almost an 
adversary 
relationship 
between doctor and patient,” 
Kats says. “ It is an idealistic 
solution to a problem but not a 
practical solution.’’

He says 
that 40 mental health officers 
will be unable to adequately 
service the entire state. 
Kats is especially critical of 
the provision that requires a 
hearing within 72 hours.

JEFFERSON CITY - No­ 
fault automobile insurance 
bills, 
buried 
under

avalanche of debate and left to 
die in the Missouri Senate the 
past three years, have been 
revived again this legislative 
session. 
Two different no-fault bills 
have been introduced in the 
Missouri 
House 
and 
proponents 
of 
the 
auto 
insurance plans are hoping 
their legislation will not run 
aground this year. 
The two bills introduced 
demonstrate the choice facing 
the 
Missouri 
General 
Assembly. 
One 
bill, 
co­ 
sponsored by former Rep. 
Walter 
L. 
Meyer, 
D- 
Bellefontaine Neighbors, and 
Rep. 
Bud 
Fendler, 
D-St. 
Louis, would benefit Missouri 
motorists 
by 
requiring 
mandatory no-fault liability 
insurance. 
The mechanics of the bill 
are simple. In addition to 
requiring that all Missouri 
motorists be insured with a 
minimum amount of liability 
coverage, 
the 
bill 
would 
prohibit persons from filing 
lawsuits for personal injury 
damages of less than 1750. 


The tall also provides a 
m and atory 
i n s u r a n c e 
premium rate reduction of 10 
per cent in the first year of no-

The bill 
has been sent to the House 
Insurance committee, which 
is chaired by Fendler.

It gets enlarged in response 
to innumerable disorders and 
sometimes for no apparent 
reason at all. It enlarges so 
often in so many diseases that 
I recall in medical school the 
students had a rule, if the 
professor asked how often the 
spleen was enlarged in a given 
disorder the answer was 
always 15 per cent of the time 
The spleen can be enlarged 
in response to any of the infec­ 
tious diseases and it may also 
be enlarged in less common 
serious illnesses such as some 
leukemias I would think that 
your spleen must not be very 


large if your family doctor is 
not concerned about it and 
that its enlargement is of no 
real medical importance in 
your case. 
The spleen destroys old red 
blood cells and when it 
becomes overactive it can 
destroy too many red and 
white blood cells, causing an

Missouri’s 
remaining 
passenger rail stations 
Under the plan, Amtrak is 
making $1 million available 
nationwide and is assuming 60 
per cent of the project’s cost, 
provided its share does not 
exceed 150.000 
The 
seven 
M issouri 
communities 
that 
could 
qualify for the program — l*a 
Plata, Poplar Bluff, Jefferson 
City, Sedalia. Warrensburg, 
Marceline and Carrollton — 
have given the plan varying 
degrees of attention and have 
reacted with vary ing degrees 
of enthusiasm 
Even if the eligible Missouri 
communities qualify for the 
Amtrak matching funds, it is 
uncertain 
if 
rehabilitated 
stations 
would 
improve 
A m tra k ’s

of 
passenger service in Missouri. 
The seven eligible Missouri 
communities have shared in 


the 
state’s passenger

1930’s. 
Jefferson City averaged 20 
arrivals and departures in 
1931.

Three weeks ago, two young Americans returned home tired 
and excited after four months of study at a major foreign un­ 
iversity — a story that would ordinarily interest only their 
friends and family 
But these students, and their experiences abroad, were far 
from ordinary Mary McGovern, 21-year-old daughter of Sen 
George McGovern. D-S.D., and Tod Norbitz. her 21-vear-old 
classmate from Clark University in Worcester. Mass . had 
just completed a crash course in Spanish, history and political 
science at the University of Havana 
They were the first Americans to attend Cuba’s leading un­ 
iversity in more than two decades, and their visit had been 
arranged by the Castro government with the blessings of the 
U.S. State Department. 
Their semester abroad was a well kept secret 
Sen 
McGovern, who paved the way for his daughter's trip follow­ 
ing his own visit to Cuba two years ago, realized her plans 
might anger many Cuban exiles in this country and he wanted 
her home sale and sound before word of her venture leaked 
out 
Now, in an exclusive interview, the two students have 
shared their impressions of a country that has become alien 
and frightening to most Americans “ The main reason we 
wanted to go.’ said Mary McGovern, “ was simple intellectual 
curiosity. For people our age, Cuba is the great unknown “ 
McGovern and Norbitz were struck by the nationalistic 
fervor of today's Cubans, the pride in what the small country 
has accomplished since the revolution of 1959. “ There is plen­ 
ty of criticism of the government, but it is all in the Socialist 
perspective." Norbitz said. 
For the average Cuban, the students said, life is far better in 
a material sense than it was in the pre-revolutionary era 
Medical care is free Food and clothing are both rationed and 
cheap Housing is being constructed at a furious pace, and 
rents are pegged at a fixed and modest percentage of each 
worker's salary Education, universal and free is heavily 
emphasized — and Cuban universities are now training large 
numbers of foreign students from Communist and non- 
Communist countries alike 
Cuban workers put in an eight-hour day five and a half days 
a week, but are guaranteed four weeks of paid vacation per 
year by the nation's Constitution And in striking contrast to 
the profit-oriented entertainment business in capitalist coun­ 
tries. Cuban bars, night clubs and restaurants lower their 
prices on weekends so average citizens can afford to patronize 
them Television is ubiquitous, with sets installed tree in new- 
housing 
The students encountered no hostility whatsoever from the 
Cubans they met. despite widespread popular resentment of 
the U.S government and its policies “ We were always sur­ 
prised at how warm and friendly everyone was There s a real 
affection for the American people as distinct from our 
government." Norbitz said 
From Cubans in all walks of life, the students heard 
repeated expressions of hope that "peaceful co-existence 
with the U S can be achieved Like other recent American 
visitors, they came away convinced that Cuba is anxious to 
normalize relations with this country 
There are a number of public and private signals emanating 
from the Carter administration that just such a policy shift is 
in the works While Cuba is not on the front burner of Carter s 
foreign policy stove, it soon may be The anti-hijacking treaty 
of 1973 which effectively closed off Havana as a haven for 
terrorists will expire on April 15, and Castro is likely to de­ 
mand and receive some easing of the U.S trade embargo 
against Cuba as the price for renewing the pact 
It's about time this country revised its head-m the-sand at­ 
titude towards Cuba, in any event Notwithstanding our very 
real differences with the Castro regime, it is inconsistent — to 
say the least — to pursue detente with the Soviet Union and 
improved communications with the Peoples Republic of China 
while pretending that a country 90 miles off our shores simply
